ELECTfONS PROVIDE 
NO ANSWER 


f T'HE PREDICTED RETURN to work 
*** of French workers, after the Whitsun 
holiday, did not take place. Instead 
workers have stuck to their claims 
and only ret ur ned when they have been 
satisfied. H ow ev er , the tread neverthe¬ 
less a back to wort. 

This of course b essential if the forth¬ 
coming genera] election is to be held. 
Wish thb cod in view, both the Gaullbt 
government, its supporters mod all the 
opposition parties, including the 
^Communists, wish to see a return to 
normality. But thb reluctance on the 
pan of many workers to resume work 
hvdbates that the unions do not have 
such a strong hold on them. 

The Communists, as the terongest 
party on the Left, with the CGT as 
the biggest union, were always frightened 
of bang outflanked on their Left. They 
did everything possible lo contain the 
revolutionary’ ware that began with the 
students and quickly gained support 
amongst workers. 

Ete Gaulle's trump card was elections 
and from then onwards workers hare 
been divided up. each taking pan in 
their separate negotiations on wages and* 
coodibotts. The Communist Party was. 


at all times, scared stiff of two things 
Findy. of being overtaken by the revo¬ 
lutionary Left and. because of this, 
secondly, of losing its own membership 
a t k) supporters Then, of course, it 
was not willing to go all the way in a 
bead-on dash with the State. 

General dc Gaulle's speech announcing 
the elections proved to be the turning 
point. Many of the workers who hare 
oof resumed wort hare increased the 
demands. Obviously, both the Govern¬ 
ment and employers want a quick 
resumption, but are reluctant to meet 
these increased demands. At the time 
of writing, metal workers, dockers, sea¬ 
men. some sections of the budding 
industry and those in the motor industry 
are still on strike. 

POLICE MOVE ON REN AULTS 

At the Renault factory »« Flins, some 
25 mOes north west of Paris, a thousand 
police look over the factory* in a dawn 
raid. A sparsely manned picket line 
offered no resistance and those inside 
left quietly. However, in the afternoon 
of the following day. workers, with the 
support of students, tried to regain con¬ 
trol of the factory. The riot police

the greatest number, n i> itself the 
greatest failure of mankind. 

Dcmocracv is. we suppose, the 
highest form of government that 
has ycl been evolved. If we reject 
any form of despotism or totali- 
larianism—and any sane person with 
any conccpr of what human beings 
need lo grow, to develop, to realise 
Themselves, must reject it—then de¬ 
mocracy is the best form of govern¬ 
ment wc have. And it is just not 
good enough. 

It is not good enough simply be¬ 
cause it is only a variation on the 
ihcmc of government It is des¬ 
potism disguised by a system of 
’checks and balanocs' to give us an 
illusion of having a say in our own 
lives. But it is only an illusion, for 
in fact wc have nothing of the kind: 
we arc subjected to a cunning series 
of conjuring tricks by master illu¬ 
sionists who express their contempt 
for us by allowing us to oppose them 
openly in a wide variety of ways— 
for as long as we arc ineffectual 
Democracy* provides ‘proper*, ‘res¬ 
pectable*. 'constitutional' channels 
for opposition—why. there is even 
an Official Opposition! 

All of which adds up to no 
opposition at all because all that is 
offered is (he means to change (he 
personnel at the top .And while 
there are people at the top—ic. 
while there is government—backed 
up. a* Top People always arc by 
the violent apparatus of the State, 
there is no fundamental difference 
between systems of government. 

tooftKBNSus Foumcs 

Two-party systems provide no al¬ 
ternative to one-party dictatorships. 
Even assuming differences in poli¬ 
tical parties, once they are in power 
with maj'oriiies. they become one- 
pa ny governments, with the ten¬ 
dency towards effective dictatorship, 
with government by decree, regula¬ 
tion or committee being merely rati¬ 
fied. by Parliamentary majority. Wc 
are stuck with them for their term 
of office—and then offered the great 
opportunity to replace them with 
the other lot who will carry' on where 
they left off! 

For in fact, just as in the eco¬ 
nomic sphere the tendency towards 
monopoly eliminates competition, so 
in the political field the tendency 
is towards consensus politics—the 
broad agreement between parties oh 
how best to govern the people, to 
run the capitalist economy, to main¬ 
tain the illusions. 

Who can explain for us any real 
differences between Democrat and 
Republican in America, between 
Christian- and Social-Democrat in 
Germany, between Labour and Con¬ 
servative here? What fundamental 
difference is there between De 
Gaulle's regime in France, the regime 
of the Colonels in Greece, that of 
Franco in Spain, or the variations on 
Stalinism practised by the Commu¬ 
nist countries? 

* All are authoritarian, differing in 
degree only. The secure govern¬ 
ments allow a greater degree of lati¬ 
tude to their subjects, the insecure 
governments are loo afraid to allow 
any measure of liberty at all. Alt 
govern by a mixture of deceit and 
force. When deceit fails and the 
people see through it and protest, the 
violent institutions of the State bash 
them back into submission. 

In every country and under every 
regime the ordinary people arc de¬ 
prived of dignity and. in varying 
degrees, of material well-being. 
Every government, every Stale, can 
exist only through the organised and 
consistent robbery of its subjects by 
taxation, and the organised and con¬ 


sistent hr.iin-w.i\lune which pusses 
for education 

There must be an alternative to 
this miserable set of alternatives 
which are no alternatives at all. And 
there is. It is to break with the 
concept of government alti>eeihcr. 
und to think in terms *»f human 
societies becoming velf-governing 
communities. For many people, the 
crisis of democracy can be resolved 
only by going in the direction of 
more government - of resolving the 
apparent indecisions of ‘liberal’ par¬ 
liamentarism by a ‘strong’ govern¬ 
ment In a word, by dictatorship 

For anarchists this argument is 
laughable It is like offering to cure 
vour patient of catarrh by injecting 
him with pneumonia. If we have 
learned anything from the lessons 
of this century, with its massive and 
Tragic experiments in varying forms 
of government, it is that dictatorship, 
whether of the Right or Left, can 
be nothing but a cruel perversion of 
human society, crushing individual 
dignity and social initiative alike. 

ANARCHISM THE ONLY 
ALTERNATIVE 

ff the answer does not lie in 
more government, can we hav.* L*<s? 
Where is the government tha» is 
prepared to relinquish any of its 
powers* 1 Democracies everywhere 
are putting more and more power 
into the hands of their bureaucrats, 
while dictatorship*—including those 
of the proletariat*—show nothinc 
more clearly than their determina* 
lion to survive. The Leninist mvth 
of •the withering away of the State’ 
remains a myth 

The answer docs not lie in more 
government or less—but in none! 

• hts is why anarchism—the only 
s<vh! philosophy which asserts the 
concept or no government as a 
means, as an immediate aim and 
the long-term end—this is why 
anarchism presents the only alterna¬ 
tive to the crisis of democracy and 
its attendant threat of dictatorship. 

This is why the present student 
revolt in so many countries is so 
encouraging. Whether they call 
themselves anarchists or not. the 
students are acting anarchisticaily 
since they arc taking direct action 
in order to take their freedom. They 
are not crawling to their authorities 
and begging please to be taken 
nonce of: they are not asking for 
something lo be done for them— 
they are taking the control of their 
immediate environments out of the 
hands of their immediate authorities. 
They are establishing workers' con¬ 
trol in the only way it i s possible 
to do so—by taking control. It is 
as simple as that, when it comes 
down to it. 

The politicos among the students 
should take note that this is hap¬ 
pening in countries with a so-called 
variety of regimes. Not only does 
this happen in Catholic and authori- 
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any book in print 
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book*. Trv vi' for «hai >ou want. Thi»

appomimcnt uhcrv he .nscsltgatctl div 
1o\ ally in government set vice, including 
the caw of Owen Lattimorc. and various 
homosexual suspects Because of his 
Work m this field. Senator Joseph 
McCarthy of Wisconsin picked him to 
assist the Senator in his campaign to 
‘clean the communists out of government’ 

In February. 1950. McCarthy made his 
famous speech. ’I have here in my hand 
a list of 254 known members of the Com¬ 
munist Parly in Government employ*. 

This was the beginning of McCarthy’s 
witch-hunt and reign of terror until, in 
1954. he went loo far. and questioned 
the loyally of the army commanders 
Robert Kennedy had the decency (or 
good vcn\c) to leave McCarthy’s service 
in 1953 hut he left on good terms and 
neither of ihc Kennedy brothers have 
been known to criticise McCarthy’s ac¬ 
tions. McCarthy was a friend of Joseph 
Kennedy senior and John F. Kennedy, 
declining to condemn McCarthy, said. 
’Do they want me to commit hari-kari?’ 
BROTHERS IN OFFICE 
On John F Kenned)'* election to the 
Presidency in I9 ni, he denied he was 
going io appoint Robert as Attorney- 
General. Subsequently he did so and 
denied (his was 'nepotism* because Robert 
was the best man for the job 

Robert wav known in the family as a 
‘cop’ and the ruihlcssncss necessary to 
the Attorney-General’s office was dis¬ 


played by him on many occasions He 
has never been able to deny that he 
authorised n phone-lip on Martin I tiilicr 
King's phone. Also in spile of pie- 
tensions of support for^vil rights move¬ 
ments. he counselled test mint for even 
the mildest moves of Martin Luther King. 

One suspects thnt during Ihc epoch of 
John F. Kennedy as President and Robert 
Kennedy os Attorney-General, John 
passed a great deal of the dirty work lo 
his brother, which enahfed John to keep 
up a ‘liberal* front; at the same time 
Robert was able to excuse all the tricks 
he had to resort lo by thinking he was 
after all only obeying hi* brother’s orders 
and 'blood is thicker than water’ 

When John Kennedy took oflicc he 
inherited, without any demur. Eisen¬ 
hower’s project for the invasion of Cubn 
by Cuban exiles Kennedy was elected 
in November. I960. On January 3. 1961, 
Eisenhower severed diplomatic relations 
with Cuba. On Jnnuary 20. John F. 
Kennedy look oflicc. On April 12. with 
absolute truth but with intent to deceive. 
Kennedy ruled out. under any condition, 
an intervention in Cuba by the US armed 
forces. 

This not only deceived the United 
Nations Ambassador. Adlai Stevenson, 
who denied any US intervention in the 
abortive invasion when it happened on 
April 15. but also deceived the Cuban 
exiles who believed they would have 
US air-cover for their ill-fated expedition 
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tarian France and Spain, in ‘per¬ 
missive* and democratic Britain and 
America, but it is also happening in 
Communist Poland and Yugoslavia. 

The latter country is of course 
one of the favourites of the ‘New 
Left* type of socialist who refers to 
the degree of ‘workers’ control’ prac¬ 
tised in Tito’s Stale with approval. 
We now sec that in order lo get 
workers’ control in the universities, 
the Yugoslav students have to re¬ 
sort io exactly the same tactics as 
those in ihc capitalist democracies 
and fascist police stales. 

Must we wait for a student revolt 
in Cuba before the ‘New Left* will 
realise that a government is a 
government is a Government? 

All around the world therefore, 
the students are showing the rest of 
society the simple truths of anar¬ 
chism: if you wanl your freedom 
you have to take it for yourself If 


you want to run your own life 
with dignity and a concept of self- 
realisation within a society of your 
own creation—then you simply 
have to set out to create it yourself. 

No authority, no government will 
meet your needs. Not even your 
material needs, since government 
must be a parasite on the economic 
productivity of society. Still less 
your social needs. Freedom is 
never given: it has to be taken. 

The way out of the crisis of 
democracy then, is through the prac- 
ti>c of still more direct action, still 
stronger rejection of tbe iUusioas of 
government, still more determination 
to seize control of our own lives to 
run them for our own benefit, not 
for the profit or power of the few. 

The only alternative that breaks 
out of ihc authoritarian trap is the 
libertarian one—it has goi to be 
anarchism!

Robert's final ta«k in all this was to 
negotiate a deal with the Cubans for the 
exchange of these Cuban exile-pnsonen 
for medical supplies This he did. even 
showing a handsome profit In lax allow¬ 
ances to the medical supply flrm*- 
In October, 1962. it was discovered that 
Ihc Soviet Union was establishing missile 
sites on Cuban soil. Kennedy staged an 
'cyeball-io-cycbair confrontation and 
somebody backed down-each claimed il 
was the other, so honour was satisfied 
all round. In January, 1963, America 
withdrew her missile bases from Turkey. 
This had been one of Ihc Soviet's de¬ 
mands at Ihc time of the Cuba incident, 
but America said she was going to with¬ 
draw them anyhow. Why then the 
'eyeball-to-eyebair confrontation? One 
can only conclude that the three Ks had 
stage-managed a show again. 

CIVIL RIGHTS OR STATE'S RIGHTS 

The chief field in which the Kennedys 
arc given credit hy those who see them as 
liberals is that of civil rights. The two 
acts in this field were passed in 1957, 
before Kennedy was President, and in 
June. 1964. after Kennedy's assassination, 
the latter vsas an act of piety in memory 
of John F. Kennedy, ihc enforcement 
of the 1957 net vsas carried out hy Robert 
Kennedy as Attorney-General, but he 
only acted in those arcus where the civil 
rights movement demonstrated and much 
of his activity was concerned with en¬ 
forcing the rights of the government as 
opposed to the 'Slate’s rights* rather than 
a concern for ihc rights of the individual. 

The Kennedy], politicians as they 
were, highly intelligent as they were, 
recognised the technological and ccono- 
nomic inevitability of the recognition of 
civil rights for the negro. Dirksen. one 
of Ihc senators who helped the 1964 
Civil Rights Act on to the statute book, 
said—quoting Victor Hugo—'No army 
can withstand the strength of an idea 
whose time has come* A progressive 
‘liberal’ politician is one who can recog¬ 
nise the inevitable and make it law. 
Almost a statesman in fact. 

The sad saga of the Kennedys went on 
until the Dallas assassination. Robert 
Kennedy was disappointed in his ambi¬ 
tion to be Vice-President. He bided 
his lime and did not declare himself on 
the Vietnam war or his future political 
.imhitmn* until ihc Vietnam war started 
to go badly for the Americans. ’ Robert 
then said, ambiguously as ever, he would 
end it. He reserved his position on 
Pro idem ial candidature until he saw 
Eugene McCarthy was making progress 
on an 'anti-war' platform with the 
younger voters. Kennedy thereupon stole 
his platform and entered the fray. Mean¬ 
while, back at the ranch. L B J. had pro¬ 
duced out of his Stetson peace talks in 
Paris, and seemed to have stolen both 
platforms. Into this political maze came

During this year's election a furious 
mpaign against the 'scheda bianca’ was 
ndtictcd by the Liberals nnd the 
ivistian Democrats: people who failed 
o '<dc for a ‘democratic* party were 
hercbv giving votes to the Communists. 

cy said Over election posters of the 
rannu* officially-approved parties, other 
vteix kept appearing. In Milan these 


emanated from two groups: the Na¬ 
tional Scheda Rianca Committee which 
said fhixwe National Revolution. Vote 
SCI IF.DA RI ANCA It is a revolutionary 
aci of civil and moral courage.* The 
other group, the ’Federn/tonc dei 
Cormnivti Marxist i-Lcmnixli D'ltilia'. 
called foi spoiled papers; ‘On election 
day we will, annul our ballot paper*, 
writing on them Viva Lenin! Viva Stalin? 
Viva Mao! Viva la Rivoluzionc Pro¬ 
letary!' Th»v was followed by a detailed 
analysis of all the parliamentary parties 
including the Communists and Proletar¬ 
ian Unity and their roles as servants of 
the bosses. (If this poster had any effect 
then the Liberals and DC should have 
been pleased, as by appealing to dissident 
Communists not to vote it wav effectively 
giving votes to the 'democratic* parties.) 

Anyway, when the results came out.

Others slightly weaker, and the overall 
picture remained unchanged Ihe totals 
of blank and spoiled ballot-papers were 
also given: blank.

Footnote Recently a conscientious 
objector who had already served 6 years 
and 10 months in prison for this crime 
was sentenced to another 12 months.

Mr. Mortimer, as n mem her 
Executive and the editor of the journal 
of the Draughtmen’s and Allied Tech¬ 
nicians' Association, as an outspoken op¬ 
ponent of the P1B and legislation against 
trade unions. His union was the only 
one to officially defy the Government 
with industrial action and was always in 
conflict with the Pill, because of their 
settlement with the employers. In fact 
Mrv Castle. Minister of Employment and 
Productivity, has to make up her mind 
whether to use her powers lo delay still 
further the two settlements that a Pill 
report said were in conflict with the 
Government’s incomes policy. 

Why has Mr. Mortimer accepted this 
post? Aubrey Jones, the Chairman of 
the Pill, is said lo have recommended 
him and and that differences between 
Mr. Mortimer and his executive had 
arisen because he had come lo believe 
that the only way to influence Govern¬ 
ment policy is to gel involved.

The PIB exists and I believe il will 
continue to exist and that there should be 
participation by persons with trade union 
experience in it.’

NANCEKUKE DEMONSTRATION 


Dear Friends,

We cannot, we must not tolerate the 
swat t*f violent men among ms. Me 
mutt not permit men filled * Ith hatred 
and cttrrlrn of inn>-eew Inn i * dominate 
our streets and fill our homes wuh 
fear there is never-never—any 

Juttifeation for \lalenre that trars at 
the fabric of our national life 

The Evening Standard in ill diary 
claimed that the word matudn originated 
with a Muslim tea whose members used 
to smoke hash before going off to end 
the days of their enemies 
The Observer asserted in an editorial 
that Bobby Kennedy wax a patriot of 
mankind «h.*xe mixxion wav to bring 
together the classes and races of America 
and the peoples of the world The 
Observer contrasted Bobby Kennedy and 
his brother John with Ihe New Left 
—and couldnT resist an attack on the 
politics of involvement. 

For a while, the young would not 
believe that any political dextrine was 
s«i dixtnefy authorised that sou ihnuld 
OM.tuh other people m us name or 
silence those who questioned it 

This reference to the apathv of post¬ 
war Europe and America expresses with 
precision the middle-aged liberalism of 
a generation of disillusioned intellectuals. 

They spent their youth hoping and 
working for one of the versions of 
state socialism—and most of them would 
have killed for it. In 1939 they went 
obediently to war to fight fascism, or 
defend the Jews. or protect Bloomsbury 
from invasion 

But somewhere between 1936 and 
1945 their vision of human progress 
was shattered: they have nothing to 
put in its place except the suggestion 
that we should all behave more calmly 
We should replace emotion by reason 
and accept the status quo 

Above all we should avoid violence 
—unless it is sanctioned by the state. 
Murder is acceptable if committed by 
men in uniform: if not. it is the most 
heinous crime of all 

The Observer feels the need to defend 
America and its politicians from the 
youth of Europe: 

Those who chant. * Ho. Ho. Ho Chi 
Mirth* or propound anarcho-syndicalist 
doctrines or hold shaded-off degrees of 
these beliefs usually feel confident in 
using the word * American' as being 
almost synonymous with 'baiT 

Bui of course the crest white ash 
can »>n :hc other vide of the Atlantic 
iv under attack from its own rebels 
who refuse to sec John. Bobby—or 
even Edward—Kennedy as a second 
Moses. The promised land flowing with 
gasoline and coca cola is repudiated 
by an increasing number of its in¬ 
habitants.

He was the roan who spent thousands 
of dollars conning the Negroes, Indians, 
Puerto Ricans and Mexicans, whose 
political machine wav based on the 
systematical exploitation of the emo¬ 
tional—and physical—hunger of the poor 
and the oppressed
